The French battleship Bouvet,.a vessel of 12,000 tons displace- 
ment, was laid down in 1893. She has a complement of 621 men. 
Her armament corsisted. of two 12-inch guns, two 10.8-inch, eight 
5.5-inch, eight 3.9-inch, ten 3-pounders and ten 1-pounders, besides 


two torpedo tubes. 


BERLIN, by wireless to London, March 19.—A squadron of 
six British and four French battleships, at 7:30 yesterday morning, 


attacked three fortresses of the Dardanelles.

death of Valley Turley, 
furniture dealer, in September, 
heart disease, and the subsequent in- 
quiry into the circumstances by the in- 


surance company and secret orders in 
which Turley carried $19,000 life insur- 
ance, was cleared last night by a con- 
fession made by J. Lofton Davidson, a 
Denver undertaker and former Coroner 
of Jefferson County. 

Turley is living with his wife and chil- 
dren on a farm in Smith County, Kan. 
The body cremated at the Riverside 
Cemetery in Denver and supposed to be 
Turley’s was that of an unidentified 
pauper, who in a way resembled the 
furniture man. The body was obtained 
from a dental college in this city. 


“Whole Deal Was Crooked.” 

In making his confession to District 
Attorney Rush and Dr. Oscar Hayes of 
the City Health Department and oth- 
ers, Davidson said: 

“The.whole deal was crooked. It be- 
gan in May, 1914. Turley, his wife, Kin- 
nie Turley; Harper H. Orahood, my for- 
mer partner; myself, and later Henry 
W. Diefenbach, a former brother-in-law 
of Turley, were in on the deal. 

“Turley and I were friends. He came 
to me and said he needed money. He 
said he had been decetved by the insur- 
ance companies. Our share of the deal 
was to be $2500. My partner at first 
objected, but later entered the deal. 
This is the first crooked deal I was 
ever in. It makes me mad to think 
that I was so cheap.” 


Deata in Aute Reported. 
Turley was supposed to have gone 
autémobile driving with Davidson, just 
across the line in Jefferson County, and 
to have died in the machine. Davidson 
said he brought the body bac to his 
place, and prepared it for cremation. Dr. 
Pate, who issued the death certificate, 
did not see Turley’s body, issuing ‘the 
document on representations. made by 
Davidson, the latter said. He declared 
Mrs. Turley objected to an autopsy. 

Turley previously, as part of the con- 
spiracy, according to' the confession, 
had gone to Dr. Pate, described ac- 
curately symptoms of angina pectoris, 
and received prescriptions for. medicine 
aud advice. -Davidson exonerates Dr. 
Pate in the fraud. 

None of Turley’s friends or acquaint- 
ances was invited to the funeral or es- 
pecially informed of his allewed death. 
The body was removed to the crema- 
tory in a hearse, which Orahood drove, 
and was accompanied by Davidson, Mrs. 
Turley and Diefenbach. 

Turley’s Sister Investigates. 

According to Davidson, the crematory 
officials did not examine the body, for 
identification, although the incinerating 
official. declares such action was taken. 

Following Davidson's confession and a 
statement, unsatisfactory to the author- 
ities, by Orahood, denying complicity in 
the plot, District Attorney Bush wired, 
ordering the arrest of Turley, his wife 
and Diefenbach, who is with them. 

The exposure is said to have been due 
to Miss Veta Turley, sister of Turley, 
who came from Wichita, Kan., to !In- 
vestigate her brother’s supposed death.

FOR MAN'S TOOT 


Mrs. Claude E. King Tells at 
Trial of Purchase of Gem 
for Theodore P. Goll. 


PROSECUTES 


Former Mrs, Scheuermann Testi- 
fies He Refused to Account 
for $1000 Bond. 


Mrs. Claude E.. King of 6023A Wash- 
ington avenue, a bride of three weeks, 
who formerly was Mrs. Marie Scheuer- 
mann, a Widow, testified in the Court of 
Criminal Correction today that she 
bought a diamond iast fall, to be put 
into one of the teeth of Theodore P. 
whom she is now prosecating on 
a charge of embezzlement by bailee. 
The hearing was in Judge Clark’s div! 
sion of the court, with Blodgett Priest 
as acting Judge. 

Goll has no diamond in any of his 
teeth at present, so rar as persons who 
talked with him in the courtroom could 
notice. Mrs. King’s statement as to 
the diamond was volunteered by her 
after Goll’s lawyer, Simon S. Bass, had 
asked her a number of questions about 
her acquaintance with King, to nearly 
all of which she reptied with emphatic 
negatives. 

Mrs. Scheuermann and King, who is 
said to be a racehorse man, were mar- 
ried at Clayton, Feb, 25 last, the day 
after she caused the Issuance of a war- 
rant for Goll’s arrest. Goll was for- 
merly manager of the Duchess Theater, 
Grand and Washington avenues. She 
charged that he refused to return to 
her, or to account for a $1000 gold bond 
of the Mobile Electric Co., whi‘ she 
gave him to sell or to borrow ¢ less 
than $500 on. Her purpose was to buy 
an automobile with the proceeds of the 
bond, she testified. 


Goll Held Under Bond: 
Mrs. King, as she now is. was modish- 


ly dressed in green, with fur collars 
and cuffs and a black hat. She is a 
willowy blonde, 2 years old. 

As a result of her testimony, which 
Bass’ questioning did not materially 
change, Gol! was herd under an $800 
bond for trial 
charge. Sam Epstein signed the bond: 

Referring to the time, last October, 
when Mrs. Schéuermann, as she then 
was, lived at the Warwick Hotel, Attor- 
ney Bass asked if Goll had not called 
tc see her so often that others at the 
hotel complained about the frequency 
of his visits. 

“No,” replied the witness, ‘‘the mana- 
ger, Mr. Monahan, will tell you that 
there was no complaint. He will tel) 
you I was in my rqgom by 9 or 10 o'clock 
every evening. Mr’ Goll sometimes took 
dinner with me in the hotel dining room. 
And I did give him a Cigarette case 
cnd a diamond for his tooth. 

Thought He Was Single. 

“I thought he was a single man. La- 
ter I was told, by a gentleman who is 
in the automobile business, that he had 
an invalid wife and a child.’’ 

Bass showed Mrs. King letters written 
on the stationery of the Warwick Hotel. 
which bore the words; “My,Own Dear 
Boy,” “Sweetheart” and “Darling.” He 
asked if she had written the notes. 

Mrs. King, flushing, said that if she 
had written them, they were not meant 
for Goll, and that she did not know 
how he got possession of them. She 
was asked whom they were meant for, 
and when, after a lawyer’s discusion 
the Court said she might. answer the 
question, she refused to answer. 

When she was asked if she had not 
complained of “coldness and indiffer- 
ence” on Goll’ part, she said she had 
never worried over his attitude to- 
ward her. She said he had offered to 
rent the upstairs flat in the Washing. 
tom avenue house, owned by her, as a 
bachelor’s apartment. while she occt- 
pted the downstairs flat, but that she 
such an arrangement 
would not be pleasing to the neighbor- 
heod. He found another tenant for her. 
and she said it was for this service that 
che gave him the cigarette case.

Another Habeas Corpus Writ Is- 
sued and Continuances Will 
Be Asked For. 


NEW YORK, March 19.—As the ree 
sult of various writs and orders 
sworn out in his behalf and the result- 
ant legal tangle, Harry K. Thaw is 
in no danger of being returned to the 
State Hospital for the Criminal In- 


sane at Matteawan for at least a 


month. 

Supreme Court Justice Bijur, 
signer of two writs of habeas corpus 
in Thaw’s behalf, said today upon the 
conclusion of a conference between 
himself, counsel for Thaw, the Sheriff 
of New York County, the Warden of 
the Tombs Prison and_ representa- 
tives of the State Attorney-General’s 
office, that Thaw’s attorney could, 
by means of securing adjournments, 
delay the final hearing upon the first 
writ, secured early in the week, un- 
til April 19. John B. Stanchfield, 
Thaw’s chief. counsel, said he intend- 
ed to make such moves. 

Hearing Later Today. 

Justice Bijur late !ast night signed a 
second writ of habeas corpus bringing 
up the issue that Thaw’'s commitment 
to Matteawan is illegal. The first writ 
Was designed to bring about a test of 
Thaw’s sanity. Both writs were returned 
to Justice Bijur today. 

Hearing on the first ,one, he ad- 
journed until later today to allow time 
for service of an order of Justice In- 
graham of-the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court. 

The second writ was referred to Jus- 
tive Alfred Page, before whom the trial 
of Thaw was recently conducted. This 
writ, is was admitted, was simply a 
technical move. As Justice Page had 
already ordered the return of Thaw to 
Matteawan he was expected to prompt- 
ly dismiss the second writ. Then the 
order of Justice Ingraham, requiring 
that Thaw be kept in the Tombs until 
argument was heard upon the appeal 
from Justice Page's decision, was to be 
served, .

After this, Justice Bijur said he would 
grant Thaw’s attorneys a. week ad- 
journment upon writ No. 1 and at the 
end of each week for the following two, 
similar adjournments would be granted.

The main mine fields, howevs-, 
are between Chanak Kalessi and Kili4 
Sahr, where also are the main coast d;- 
fenses.

The French fleet thus 
far has sustained no casualties.’’

Washington's Protest to Point Out That, in 
Absence of Blockade Noncontraband Goods 
May Go to Germany Direct. 


Uy Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—The note 
to be sent to Great Britain in the near 
future, protesting against some fea- 
tures of the British order in Council, 
and asking for more detailed informa- 
tion about other features, was taken up 
at today’s Cabinet meéting. The two 
points considered were the probable ef- 
fects of the order on American com- 
merce and on the rights of American 
citizens. 

Information laid before the President 
by Secretary Redfield regarding the ¢x- 
port trade of the United States since 
the outbreak of tha war was gone over 
in “detail. It is understood that the 
President’s advisers did not believe the 
order would have a demoralizing effect 
on “American commerce because of the 
continuance of trade with Great Brit- 
ain, France and her allies. 

The part of the order giving notice 
that goods suspected of having an ene- 
my destination sent to neutral coun- 
tries Would be Hable to seizure was, .t 
is understood, agreed on as a chief 
point of protest. 

This latest action of the allies of- 
ficials here considér without precedent 
in international law. It has been stated 
officially at the State Department that 
the United States does not know wheth- 
er the allies intend their action’ as a 
legal blockade or whether the rules of 
contraband and noncontraband ere to 
be the basis for detentions. 

“Blockade Must Be Effective.” 

In preparing the protest to be sent 10 
Great Britain and France, the position 
of the United States is substantially as 
follows: 

1. If the action of the allies is a 
blockade, all commerce directly with 
Germany can be halted by making 
the blockade effective, a certain 
“radius of activity’ being allowed 
for the blockading warships off the 
German coast because of the newly 
developed activities of submarines. 
But there can be no legal blockade 
of the coast of neutral countries of 
Europe, contiguous to those of war, 
under, any circumstances, and com- 
merce between the United States 
and neutrals, especially in noncon- 
traband, should be free from inter- 
ruption of ultimate destination. 

2. If the action is not a blockade, 
then there exists no legal right to 
detain cotton or other noncontra- 
band cargoes, even when consigned 
directly to German ports. Nor can 
foodstuffs or conditional contraband 
be justly interrupted unless proved, 
though consigned to Germany, to be 
destined for the use of its belligerent 
forces and not its civilian popula- 
tion. Under the same oaircumstances, 
too, there is no legal basis for de- 
taining cargoes consigned from the 
United States toethe noutral cuoun- 
tries of Europe if containing cotton 
or noncontraband goods, irrespective 
of ultimate destination. Similarly, the 
allies cannot, under the previously 
accepted principles of international 
law, interrupt shipments of food- 
stuffs and other conditional contra- 
band en route between the United 
States and neutra: countries unless 
clearly proved to be going eventually 
to the belligerent forces of Germany 
and not its civilian population. 

3. Neutral countries of Europe may 
declare embargoes On re-exportation 
of contraband or noncontraband, 
thus preventing supplies from reach- 
ing Germany. With this sovereign 
right, the United States does not take 
issue, but it will insist on its right to 
ship to neutral countries, placing the 
burden of stopping further progress 
on the Jatter nations themselves. 


“International Law Unaffected. 
In considering the above propeaitions 


officials realize that Great Britain and 
her allies have set up the claim that 
their action constitute retaliatory meas- 
ures against Germany, but this, in the 
view of the American Government, does 
not affect the status of international law 
as between the United States and the 
belligerents. 

The American attitude has not been 
changed materially as a result of the 
explanations in the exchange on notes 
with Great Britain and France. In 
whatever communication or protests are 
made by the Washington Government to 
safeguard its rights there will be a 
reiteration, it is understood, of the ques- 
tions asked by the United States in its 
inquiry to Great Britain and France. 
In this the allies were asked whether the 
rules of blockade or the rules govern- 
ing contraband and noncontraband were 
to be followed, application of both to- 
gether, viewed, as “having no precedent 
in international law.”’ 

“The paradoxical situation thus cre- 
ated,” the American note observed, 
‘should be changed and the declaring 
Powers ought to assert whether they 
rely upon the rules governing a block- 
ade or the rules applicable when no 


After inquiring what would be the dis- 
position of various kinds of shipments, 
the American Government asked, “upon 
what principles of international law 
would it rest?’ and “upon what rule, 
if no blockade is maintained, and de- 
clared?” it continued, “could the cargo 
of a neutral ship sailing out of a Ger- 
man port. be condemned? If it is n 
condemned, what other legal course 
there but to release it?’’ 

Great Britain's answer was indicated 
that the cargo and ships diverted into 
British ports, if owned by neutrals, will 
not be confiscated but restored to their 
vwners, but this will not affect the in- 
sistence of the United Btates on the le- 
gel right of its subjects to ship cargoes 
ef a noncontraband character to and 
from neutral countries without interrup- 
tion and regardiess of their destination. 


Amaennn Precedent ve 

During the Civil War. the United 
States enforced a rigid blockade of the 
Suuthern states by stopping cargoes 
while plying between neutral ports, but 
in the famous Matamoras cases. finally 
ruled upon by Chief Justice Chase of

State Department officials, recaJling 
this case today, pointed out that non- 
contraband goods were released and per- 
mitted to be forwarded to their destina- 
tion in the Confederate states. These 
cases have formed the precedent for 
American practice ever since, and the 
decisions were accepted by Great Brit- 
fain at the time as equitable. 

The application which the allies now 
have placed on the continuous voyage 
theory is that cargoes destined ultimate- 
ly to an enemy must be stopped in Eu- 
ropean waters even if of a noncontra- 
band character. Officials are preparing 
to combat this with an afray of prece- 
dents showing that the rules of inter- 
national law generally accepted have 
been in accord with the American doc- 
trine. 

It was declared at the State Depart- 
ment that, although the word ‘‘Diock- 
ade” ig used by Great Britain in de- 
scribing the object of her new meas- 
ures, the American Government con- 
siders that a blockade is a question of 
fact and requires certain advance noti- 
fications to that effect which have not 
been given. 

“Blockade” Not a: Order. 

The order in council, it was pointed 
out, did not mention “blockade,” nor 
was any exact “radius of activity’ 
given limiting the area of operations, 
the announcement merely confining it 
to “European waters, including the 
Mediterranean.”’ 

The belief of high officials is that 
Great Britain, to continue her outlined 
course, will be obliged finally to admit 
that there is no legal basis for her ac- 
tion and that it is solely a retaliatory 
measure resulting from the exigepcies 
of war. Should such an admission be 
officially recorded, it might have a 
vital effect, it was said, on the Amer- 
ican interpretation of international law 
in the future. Some officials thought, 
that it no longer could 
be charged as an unneutral.act to levy 
an embargo on supplies to the belliger- 
ents should Congress bestow that power 
on the executive.

Two Men Convicted of Similar 
Charge Will Be Sentenced in 
New York Today. 


NEW YORK, March 19.—Sentence is 
to be imposed late today upon Rich- 
ard Madden and Gustav Cook, who were 
found guilty by a Federal jury yester- 
day of conspiracy against the United 
States in helping Richard P. Stegler, a 
German naval reservist, to obtain a 
false American passport.

33 Years Old; Has $12,000 Office. 

Bruere, a mative of St. Charles, was 
educated in St. Louis. At 83 years of 
age he holds a $12,000-a-year office in 
New York, and is considered one of the 
foremost authorities on city government 
in this country. He gave advice on 
several points to the Board of Freeholc- 
ers, at the board's request, when the 
new charter was being framed, and hc 
was New York’s envoy to the Masque 
of St. Leuis, given in connection with 
the Pageant in Forest Park last May, 
and to the conference of cities which 
was held on the Pageant days, 

He is thoroughly familiar with the 
new St. Louis charter, and says he has 
been holding it up to other cities as a 
model. 

“T wish we had as good a spelen in 
New York,” he said. “I believe New 
York leads in effectiveness of city gov- 
ernment, but it does* so through the 
force of civic movements, by fusion and 
not by compulsion. St. Louis and Cleve- 
land have advanced the farthest, among 
the large cities, in what may be called 
the dramatizing of city government— 
that is, in making the people went good 
government, not because it is pious, but 
Lecause it is convenient and profitable’ 

Opposes Complaint Board. 

Asking as to the workings of the new 
charter in such tests as have thus far 
been made, Bruere was told that the 
first primary polled something less than 
50 per cent of the registered vote, and 
that the Complaint Board had not found 
any wide scope for the exercise of its 
functions. : 

“There oughtn’t to be a Complaint 
Board,”’ he remarked. “The city govern- 
ment should not put itself on the defen- 
sive. It should sét standards of serv- 
ice and should leave complaints to’ be 
made to the departments which they 
concern. $nstead of inviting complaints 
the city should invite suggestions, and 
this can be done through the Aldermen, 
if‘ ward representation amounts to any- 
thing. 


Favors No Primary Comprom 
‘‘As to the primary, St. Louis should 


not have compromised with the party 
system by providing for party pri- 
maries for municipal cffices,. More than 
a 580 per cent vote could hardly be ex- 
pected under such an arrangement. I 
am told that a bill which will authorize 
St. Louis to establish its own method of 
holding local elections seems near en- 
actment at Jefferson City.’’ 

The bill to which he alluded was in- 
troduced by Senator Kinney, with the 
backing of civic organizations, and pro- 
vides that St. Louis shall have the right 
to establish its own system of nomi- 
nating and electing its Mayor, Alder- 
men and other strictly municipal offi- 
cers. This would not apply to the of- 
fices of Circuit Judge, Sheriff and Cir- 
cuit Attorney and others which are 
held to be State offices. The new meth- 
odf would be established by vote of the 
people, after the Board of Aldermen 
should vote to call an élection for the 
purpose.

As 
only 24 measures are ahead of it on the 
calendar, the bill ts believed to have a 
good chance, even though adjournment 
is scheduled for tomorrow night. 

Explains System in Toston. 

In case this measure is enacted, 
Bruere said, St. Louis should take ad- 
vantage of it to adopt the system now 
prevailing in Boston for municipal elec- 
tions. Under the Boston system, no 
primary is held, but every candidate is 
named by petition, 5000 signatures being 
required for a candidate for Mayor. Alf 
the names of. candidates thus put for- 
ward appear on the ballot in alphabeti- 
cal order, and without party name or 
party emblem. The only way that can- 
didates can show the voters their party 
connection is by advertising, and the 
system tends to make partisanship in 
city politics grow less with each elec- 
tion.

GIVEN AT TOKIO BANQUET

TOKIO, Feb. 2%.—The freedom with 
which views have been exchanged as to 
the relations between.the United States 
j and Japan has been a. notable feature 
of the past few weeks. This has been 
due directly to the visit of Prof. Shailer 
Mathews of the University of Chicago, 
part of whose speeches here in the in- 
terests of friendlier relations have beet 
cabled. Prof. Mathews bore instructions 
from the Federal Councils of Churches 
of Christ in“~America, which organiza- 
tion sent him here to present American 
views, as he interpreted them, with eli- 
tire frankness. In the same spirit, Baron 
Kato, the Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
replied, after hearing Prof. Mathews 


speak before the Concordia Association. 
In elaboration of the summary of 
‘these *views, which was cabled, there 
follow some of the more interesting por- 
rtions of the two addresses, which the 
American colony here believes will do 
much. toward strengthening the cordial- 
ity between the two peoples. 

Prof. Mathews said the great body of 
Christians in the United States was 
ready to be of service to Japan if its 
services were desired. As to the Ameri- 
can attitude toward Japan, he said he 
thought some Americans failed to un- 


| derstand Japan’s foreign policy and sus- 
it pected the Japanese of deliberately un- 


dertaking to be in the East what Ger- 
many undertook to be in Europe. 
Tells of Feeling. 

“YT have been reading literature on 
that subject sufficiently to see how that 
is,” he said. ‘There are éxpressions in 
Japanese. publications which give the 
impressions similar to the remarks of 
Gen. Bernhardi, relative to German kul- 
tur. This feeling, again, I do not want 
to have emphasized in your minds a3: 
a dominant one, or in any sense active: 
or general, but there is no question tha: 
it is, in the minds of some American’ 
citizens; and, at the risk of appearins:: 
discourteous, I want to mention one oF 
‘two things in this connection. 

“], know you will not understand me 
as saying what I think, but simply re-. 
porting What I have found in America. 
There is a feeling on the part of certain 
Americans that the agitation over the 
California incident is all out of propor- 
tfon to the importance of the incident, 
and that the real point that lies back 
of it all is a suspicion that Japan fears 
that America will in some way mix up 
with China. The argument is to the 


| effect that the tréatment of Japanese 


by New Zealand, Australia, Canada and 
‘other sections of the British Empire is 
certainly as unjust as tHat in the case 
of California and yet nothing is said 
about that. Whereas, in the case of 
America, attention is centered there as a 
civersion from drawing attention to the 
Chinese policy.”’

the matter, but ran into a great many 


up in the minds of some Americans in 
that word “Japanese Imperialism’ and 
the control. of the Pacific. 

Prof. Mathews left the United States 
when the Tsingtau situation was very 
niuch in discussion. The people of Amer- 
ica got an impression that the Japanese 
Government promised to give back 
Tsingtau to China, he said. There came 
la dispatch in which it was stated that 
no such promise had béen given. He 
thought he could understand that situa- 
tion. He himself did not think that any 
such promise was given except in terms 
of the ultimatum, which was a very 
different thing from what the American 
teople thought. Some believed that Ja- 
pan was losing the greatest opportunity 
that ever came to a nation in its failure 
to get people to understand and to act 
in accordance with what Americans 
thought was going to be done. 

Disappointed About Treaties. 

When Secretary Bryan announced 
that there were 27 or 29 nations who had 
agreed to peace treaties, there was a 
distinct feeling in the press of disap- 
pointment that Germany and -capan 
would be the twe nations that had not 
signed them. There was also a feeling 
common in America that the United 
States is full of Japanese spies engaged 
in spying out harbors, fortifications, 
etc. 
He emphasized strongly that this feel- 
ing was not at all significant in com- 
parison with the great undercurrent of 
present admiration and real sympathy 
and good will for the wonderful Jap- 
anesge EXmpire. 

He concluded: ‘“‘What our Church 
Federal Council is trying to do is to 
bring. about a better understanding on 
the part of America... We represent, I 
am sure, the attitude of the great in- 
telligent classes and of the religious 
classes, and I hope that anything that 
I may have said will not destroy the 
true prospects of good will and desire 
to co-operate without a trace df desire 
to force Japan in any way.”’ 

Baron Kate thanked Prof. Mathews 
for his frank and straightforward pres- 
entation of the views and sentiments 
entertained by the American people or 
a part of them, regarding Japan and 
herf policy. 

On his part he wished to seize the op- 
portunity of a few remarks concerning 
the sentiments some Japanese hold on 
the subject of Japanese-American rela- 
tions.

Japanese Are trritated, 
He was happy to sag that, speaking 
generally, the relations between Japan 
and the United States were very inti- 
‘mate and satisfactory. It was only re- 
cently that untoward incidents began 
to claim attention, chiefly dn account 
rof the Californian question, That ques- 
tion was not, in his opinion, of any 
great importance so far as the material 
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interests. involved were concerned; 
neither did he believe that it would lead 
to any really serious issues between the 
two nations. Nevertheless the question 
) was a very irritating one to the Jap-

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anese. As @ matter of fact there waé 
no desire on the part of Japan to dump 
any large number of her people where 
they were not wanted. Japan was pre- 
pared to go a long way to avoid un- 
pleasantness with the United States as 
was shown by the voluntary restriction 
of emigration to the United States un- 
der “the gentlemen’s agreement.” That 
arrangement had been honestly and rig- 
orously carried out by Japan, and Baron 
Kato was gratified to know that this 
Was recognized by Americans. 

Baron Kato added: “What we regard 
as very unpleasant about the California 
question is the discrimination made 
against our people in distinetion from 
some other nations. We would not mind 
disabilities if they were equally applica- 
ble to all nations. We are not vain 
enough to consider ourselves at the very 
front of enlightment; we know that we 
have still much to learn from the West, 
but we thought ourselves ahead of any 
other Asiatic people and as good as 
some of the European nations.”’ 

The Minister admitted that questions 
like this required timo to settle, but, he 
said, Japan would not be satisfied until 
the question was properly settled—as he

thought it would be. : | 

As to Japan's policy in China,’ Japan 
had no idea of attempting any wanton 
encroachment upon the _ integrity, of 
China or any other nation. Japan was 
not without ambitions. She had artibi- 
tions—which were altogether laudable— 
but he would most emphatically declare 
that those ambitions did not include any 
desire to monopolize interests in China, 
nor for that matter in the Pacific, Her 
aspiration was to get just that share j me 
of those interests to which she is rightly 
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entitled, nothing less and nothing more, 
and her idea was to secure that share 
without interfering with the interests of 


The Tsingtau questions would be settled 
after the war—how he could not tell, 
and did not know. But it should be 
Clearly understood that Japan was abso- 
lutely free as to the disposal of the ter- 
ritory in question, She had made no 
promise to anybody to restore Tsingtau 
to China. 

Leaving specific tropics, Baron Kato as- 
serted that it seemed to him and many 
others that the Europeans and Ameri- 
cans were prone at times to be exces- 
sively severe in their criticisms of Ja- 
pan’s doings and policy. They seemed to 
set up a standard of judgment for the 
Japanese much higher than the standard 
they themselves desired to be judged by. 
The Japanese had merits and shortcom- 
ings just like any other people, and their 
only wish was that they be judged by 
the Western nations as the latter judge 
one another.

OF GERMANS’ STRONG DEFENSE 


Lecturer at ILUlederkranz Describes 
Lines of Trenches With Ali 
Modern Improvements. 

James F. J. Archibald, a war corre- 
spondent, in an illustrated war talk 
at the Wiederjranz last night, de- 
scribed the wonderfully efficient or- 
ganization of the German army, and 
said that the trenches constructed by 
the Germans in France and Belgium 
are equipped with modern conven- 
iences of which any city might be 

proud, 

He described underground hospi- 
tals completely equipped with electric 
lights and other facil{ties for night 
operations. The trenches, he said, 
are connected by a complete telephone 
system from Verdun in the southeast 
of France to Nieuport, western Bel-

Archibald, in his talk, showed a 
leaning toward the Germans, and said 
it would be a misfortune to the Unit- 
ed States if the allies should win, as 
he believed England then would take

GERMANY KEEPING UP CULTURE 


Science and Art Given Great Sums 
Despite the War. 
Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, March 4.—That science and 
art are by no means being neglected by 
Germany, notwithstanding the war and 
its enormous cost, is indicated by fig- 
ures from the Prussian budget, which 
provides “5,000 marks for scientific ac- 
quisitions in Egypt, 55,000 marks for ex- 
cavations in Mesopotamia, and 20,000 
marks for similar work in Samos. 

The sum .of 387,230 marks is provided 
for the support of artists, savants and 
literateurs. For the purchase of works 
of art for the National Gallery in Ber- 
lin and the advancement of painting ahd 
sculnture, 342.990 marks are provided, 
and for musical purposes 65,712 marks. 

For the Academy of Arts in Berlin 
838,500 marks are set apart, while for 
similar fnstitutions throughout Prussia, 
their maintenance. or reconstruction, 
sums aggregating 1,435,476 marks have 
been provided.

Appeals were made to the United States Supreme 
Court and the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
The Supreme Court ordered the abolition of all 
monopoly contracts and restrictions in the ‘Ter- 
minal organization, but declined a specific ruling 
against the local arbitrary. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission permitted the arbitrary to 
stand. It is now a question of interstate rates. 

Under the new charter the power to grant re- 
vokable permits to lay switching tracks, which 
the Terminal asks for a part of the Ranken tract, 
is in the hafids of the Board of Public Works.
